He rested the seepter in his Father’s hands 
only that he might go forth in humble capacity and 
enlarge the borders of his empire and obtain new an- 
nexations to his kingdom. A mission of conquest was 
his, for he went forth conquering and to conquer. A 
portion of his illimitable empire was in a state of in- 
subordination, while blissful pacification, we may trust, 
pertained to all other departments thereof. To subdue 
the rebellious and reinstate himself in human hearts, 
he would take the field as the Captain of the soul’s sal- 
vation. By the way of Bethlehem and Calvary would 
he lead his hosts, until in the end of the great battle 
the gates of glory should open to him once more in 
everlasting welcome. Ready at last for the conflict, he 
proclaimed through his prophetic forerunner, ‘* The 
kingdom of heaven is at hand,” and then by the Spirit 
he is designated as the King of this kingdom from 
A royal conqueror thenceforth he becomes, 
and with his own hands opens the welcoming gates of 
his heavenly kingdom to all the world. 

This Kiag of all kingdoms, bearing the crown of 
universal authority, will yet, in attestation of his de- 
served honor, find a pyramid of crowns before his foot- 
stool.

“And 
there was given him dominion and glory and a king- 
dom, that all people and nations and languages should 
serve him; his dominion is an everlasting dominion, 
which shall not pass away, and his kingdom that which 
shall not be destroyed.” 

This kingdom of Jesus is continually enlarging, and 
will yet reach its prophetic measurement. In an address 
of introduction for Joseph Cook, Chunder Sen boldly, 
eloquently, and yet loyally, remarked, “ India is ruled 
by Christ; the crown of India does not belong to Great 
Britain, but to Christ our Lord.” Truly, the Isles are 
waiting for his law, and Ethiopia is stretching forth 
her tawny hands toward his golden scepter, that she, 
too, amid the glories of his reign, may have life more 
abundantly. 

But though world-wide the empire of Jesus, com- 
pared with which that -of Alexander, Czsar, the 
Russian ruler, and that of the English empress-queen 
are but strikingly insignificant, yet this is by no means 
the limit of the Messianic kingdom. A beautiful em- 
pire is this “star-domed chariot of earth, rolling 
through infinite space, curtained with clouds and 
carpeted with flowers;’’ but this is not all, nor enough 
for Him whose scepter is divine and omnipotent. 
Were the earth only his empire, it would indeed be 
; one of magnificence; for at the average rate of a rail- 
road train, it would take eleven days to pass through it 
and forty-two days to pass around it. Now only one 
third of the earth’s surface is land; but when Jesus 
| establishes his authority fully on the earth, and reigns 
in the glories of a personal presence, “there will be no 
more sea.” The sea is a large portion of our earth—so 
large that were the land leveled to the ocean bed and 
| cast into its cavity twenty-two and one half times over, 
it would only fill it to the sea level. But surely the 
scepter of Jesus controls all the worlds of our system; 
and as we approach toward them in thought it would 
| be well to study the relative size of our earth and these 
| other worlds of our solar system. 

The asteroids so far discovered are more than 200 in 
number, and they are the very little, or baby, worlds 
of this system. Grains of sand represent them, while a 
grain of mustard-seed represents Mercury, a pin-head 
stands for Mars,a pea for Venus and a larger pea for 

| the earth, a cherry for Uranus, a large sized cherry for 
Neptune, a small orange for Jupiter, a large orange for 
| Saturn, and a globe two feet in diameter for the sun. 
|In this illustration we see the size of our own earth, 
|over which, by some, Christ is thought alone to reign. 
| This comparative size appears further in the fact that 
Jupiter, cut up into worlds the size of our earth, 
would make 1,400 of them; while the sun thus divided, 
| if of equal density, would make 355,000 earths; and all 
the worlds known to exist would make 10,000,000 
worlds like our own. Ina ton of wheat are 15,360,000 
grains. Let the earth represent one of these grains, 
and Vega, a blazing sun in the depths of space, would 
represent 4,960 tons of such grains. 

But let us reach outward and upward toward the 
farther center of our great King’s empire. By the 
railroad train, in imagination, we have passed through 
and around our earth. By the same speed in eleven 
months we would reach our moon, whic certainly is 
our nearest world-neighbor; but pressing onward in 

our flight, we would reach our sun in 352 years. 
Could we pass through it, three years and three months 
of time would be consumed; and then in passing 
around it ten years and one eighth more of time would 
be taken. ; 

But our sun system is only one of 25,000 of_such 
systems that are known. o stop in the throne 
of our sun would be but to reach the borders of our 
Lord’s empire, and to imagine the glory thereof we 
must continue our flight in thought. If we wished to 
know the magnitude of this empire, we would have to 
wing our way with the speed of worlds, and even then 
an eternity of time would be needed in exploration. 
The swiftest cannon-ball wants three seconds for a 
mile of distance, while a world seldom moves slower 
than five miles in one second, and some are known to 
reach a velocity of 200 miles per second. 

The velocity of our own earth is wonderful enough.

Should it meet a world from the opposite direction, go- 
ing at its own speed, the shock would transform them 
both into vapor. Indeed, as Prof. Young in the North 
American Review tells us, the heat engendered by such 
a collision would be sufficient to melt, boil, and vapor- 
ize a mass of ice seven hundred times the size of the 
two colliding worlds—an ice planet 150,000 miles in 
diameter. 

Light travels 186,000 miles in a second, and would, in 
that length of time therefore, pass more than seven 
times around the earth; in one and one third sec- 
onds it would have reached the moon; in eight and one 
fourth seconds the sun. It would pass from us to 
Jupiter in forty-five minutes, and to Neptune in four 
hours; to A Centareri (the nearest fixed star) in three 
years; to C. Cygri in ten years; to Syrius (the brightest 
ot all the stars) in twenty years. The pole-star would 
be reached in forty-six years; thestar Capellain seventy- 
two years; and the milky way in seven hundred years. 
If we wanted to reach this nearest fixed star by a rail- | 
way, and the fare to it was one penny for each one hun- | 
dred miles, the English debt of $3,800,000,000 would not | 
suffice to pay the passage money. |

LAFAVETTE AT BRANDY WINE.

While many very interesting incidents connected with 
the struggle to gain American independence have been 
made public and passed into history, there still remain 
many others that are treasured only in family tradition. 
Such it is believed is the following occurrence at the 
battle of Brandywine: 

All readers of American history know the extreme 
solicitude felt by Washington for his adopted son and 
member of his military staff during the war. At the 
battle of Brandywine intelligence reached the com- 
mander-in-chief that his young friend Lafayette, oper- 
ating on another part of the field, was wounded. My 
informant’s grandfather was near the person of the 
chief and immediately received an order to bear Lafay 
ette to the hospital. He found the young Frenchman 
still on his horse; his wounded limb was bleeding. 
When he received Washington’s message he immedi- 
ately straightened himself up in his stirrups, and as he 








did so the blood in his military boot spouted over the | 


top. He said to the soldier, ‘Does General Washington 
think lamachild, frightenedat thesightof blood? You 
go back and tell him I do not propose to leave the field till 
the battle is over.”’ 

Is it any wonder he was so dear to every true-hearted 
American?—he who had left his young wife and lux- 
urious home to serve and bleed in our cause, and even 
spending a large part of his great fortune in order to 
help us in our struggling poverty? 

A eulogy delivered in the city of Washington, Decem- 
her 31, 1834, by ex-President John Quincy Adams, upon 
the life and character of Lafayette is so full of elo- 
quence that [am induced to makea liberal extract from it 
for the benefitof our readers. Mr. Adams quotes a por-

Sunday-schools. 
The report on Sunday-schools was adopted, as follows: 


1. We regard the Sunday-school as an organization of 


the church by which we may train our youth in the 


principles of religion, teach them the truths of the 
Bible and secure their early conversion. 

2. To this end the school requires officers and teach- 
ers. These ought to be converted men and women. But 
as conversion itself does not make one a Scriptorian, 
every teacher should study the word of God and spare 


; no pains to master every lesson. 


3. If well qualified converted teachers can not be se- 
cured, then we must select the best moral and intellec- 
We are 
not unmindful of the fact that God may bless the good 
work of any man, and that many teachers have been 
converted by the very truths they have studied and 
taught. 

4. Every teacher should study well the lesson, and for 
this purpose should avail himself of the fullest and best 
lesson helps. Teachers should use, first, the helps from 
our own Publishing House, but should also avail them- 
selves of additional aids. In sacred literature, as in sec- 
ular, the whole field of helpful exegesis should be open 
to the student of Scripture. 

5. Young scholars who can not think and read and rea- 
son for themselves should be guided in the fundamental! 
doctrines of the cross, especially the great doctrine of 
repentance from sin and salvation through the mercy 
and death of our Lord Jesus Christ. The distinguish- 
ing position of the Christian Church with reference to 
fellowship between all the sincere followers of the Lord 
Jesus should be early and constantly impressed upon 
the minds of our children at home and in the Sanday- 
school. 

6. Our own Sunday-school literature should have the 
preference for class use, and no school should be with- 
out the helps from our own House though other helps 
be used. 

7. Pastors should always be peo in the Sunday- 
school session and either by teaching, or presence, or oc- 
easional short addresses, by one or more or all of these 
methods cultivate acquaintance with the teachers and 
school, and make strong the bond of sympathy and con- 
tidence between himself and them. 

8. Pastors who do not reside within the bounds of their 
congregations, bring reproach upon themselves and the 
cause by spending Sunday morning at their lodging- 
places and absenting themselves from the Sunday-school. 
Such an example hurts the school and tends to break 
down the church. 

9. Parents should go with their children to the Sun- 
day-school, The wise parent will “come” and not “go.” 

10. The Sunday-school would be far more interesting 
to all attending, and more helpful ta,the cause of Christ, 


if a larger portion of our adult population could attend. '

cates among their more intelligent ministers. Rigg 
Haggard, of Virginia, wrote a book in opposition to the 
doctrine of hereditary depravity which was published by 
him at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, as early as 1208 
The same work was republished by J. M. Hol. 
land at Springfield, Ohio, in 1854. Barton W. 
Stone, in his address to the churches, printed at 
Nashville, Tennessee, in 1814, states that the doe. 
trine of hereditary depravity is unscriptural, and he 
maintains his position by arguments that are strong 
and well supported by Scripture. Purviance declared 
the doctrine unscriptural as early as 1812. Kinkado 
opposed it with great earnestness all his life, while 
Frederic Plummer, David Millard, Joseph Badger, 
and Dr. Fleming were not less pronounced in their op- 
position to the doctrine. In the year 1862 N. Sun- 
merbell held a debate with Rev. J. M. Flood in which 
he successfully disputed the dogma of hereditary de- 
pravity. The doctrine of hereditary depravity, as 
taught by the Calvinistie sects, has found no zealous 
advocate among the Christians, though there are some 
of our ministers who scem to believe it.

If the heart’s purity be lost, and the reason 
dethroned, and the soul go out in outer darkness, who 
can restore it? 

I am in favor of Good Templars, Sons of Temper 
ance, juvenile teimplars, teetotalers, Murphy move- 
ments, and every organization and movement under 
the wide heavens whose object shall be to dethrone 
king alcohol, balk iniquity, and glorify God. 

Above all, I am in favor of prohibition; expect to 
vote that ticket. But some say, ‘You vote in the air;

BEECHER AT CORNELL. 

During his summer vacation the pastor of Plymouth 
Church preached a sermon at Cornell University that is 
reported as characteristic and one producing quite a sen- 
sation in the more prominent circles of evangelical faith. 
Here isa sentiment: “Christ’s mission was not to restore 
a lost and fallen race. There was not any fall. 
he speaks of man being lost it is the figure of a shep- 
herd whose sheep have wandered. His mission was to 
raise and carry forward the ignorant, the sinful and 
wretched. Neither did he come to suffer in man’s 
place. The doctrine of original sin and that Christ 
died in man’s place is a monstrosity.” 

Now, when it is fairly realized by any candid mind 
that the pivotal feature of the orthodox system of faith 
is the fall of man in Adam, and a compensation made 
necessary thereby, and provided in the death of Christ, 
for such a man as Henry Ward Beecher to unqualified 
ly pronounce that pivotal feature ‘‘a monstrosity” is a 
little too crushing, and the Presbyterian says so, speak 
ing as follows of Mr. Beecher’s “serious defection :” 

“As we read these words, the wide and widening 
chasm between the ‘liberals’ of our day and the old 
evangelical faith becomes distinetly visible; and, while 
we do not rejoice in defections from the scriptural sys- 
tem of theology, we are glad when the positions which 
men take are clearly unveiled, and their place in the 
contending hosts clearly defined. Mr. Beecher has 
done injury to the orthodox faith simply because he 
has been supposed by many to be an erratic supporter 
of that faith. Now it is evident that he is casting from 
him all the restraints once felt, and, being let go from 
their bonds, is rapidly passing to his own company.” 

A little further on in its review the Presbyterian 
says: “Take Adam and Christ out—great represent- 
atives of men in the history of the race; take out the 
fall and the atonement, and there is little need of sal- 
vation, and, we may add, little meaning in the script- 
ures.” 

I have been thus explicit in giving a summary of 
Mr. Beecher’s renunciation and denial of the life and 
soul of Augustinian faith, accompanied by the criticisms 
and defense of the Presbyterian, for a single purpose.

| judicial atonement of Christ? Personally, I confess to 
a dread of the experiences of religious revolutions; 
they are too often so cruel and crushing in their effeets. 
One could almost wish to die in the midst of error, 
rather than witness their uprootings. But God will

,again”’ with him is a law as eternal as his universe. So 
on to the end of time at least revolutions and reforms 
must continue, until his kingdom shall come and his

A PLEASANT VISIT TO OHIO. 


It was a beautiful morning (August 29th) as the wri- 
ter took his “grip-sack’’ and boarded the fast express— 
one hundred and twenty miles west of Indianapolis— 
bound to Arcanum, Ohio, the home of Elder Joel 
Thomas, who had invited me to assist him in a basket- 
meeting at Ludlow Falls, Ohio. 

Owing to the terrific eyclone which derailed our train 
near Evansville, it made us four hours late and gave us 
a night run to Indianapolis. Daylight Saturday morn- 
ing found me in the capital of the famous Hoosier 
Had one minute to change cars on the eastern 
division of the L., B. & W. R. R., and 9:30 a. M. 
found me on the platform in Arcanum, Ohio, greeted 
by Elder Thomas, who looked very frail from a recent 
attack of fever. The Elder escorted me two miles south 
to his residence on the farm where we partook of an 
excellent dinner, the task of the good wife, Sister 
Thomas. 

At 3p. m. I was returned to the train for the town 
of Laura, where an appointment had been announced 
for me at the Christian Church, where Elder Waymire 
is pastor. 

Sabbath morning we comtinued our journey (five 
miles) to Ludlow Falls, the place of the basket-meet- 
ing. Ludlow Falls istrulya romantic and a magnificent 
place for a grove meeting. It isa grove of many cedars 
and other beautiful trees, surrounded by a wire-fence. 
The stream of water is adjacent, and the tumbling and 
dashing waters as they go over the rocky precipice of 
twenty feet can be heard from the speaker’s stand. 
The grounds had hitherto been used {for all kinds of 
promiscuous gatherings, and this basket-meeting was 
the first of the kind ever held on the ground. Three 
long trains landed at the depot hundreds of Christian 
people of all denominations, and the order was as sol- 
emn and as quiet as that of a funeral, and at 10 o'clock 
the audience was simply a multitude and beyond our es- 
timation as to number. 

A canvass of the crowd by a reporter revealed the 
presence of the following ministers: T. A. Hap- 
ner, D. Brewer, C. W. Chenoworth, George Wright 
(United Brethren), W. M. Overturf, Joel Thomas, I.

Thomas precentor, and 
Mrs. Rev. E. A. DeVore presided at the organ. The 
excellent attention and order was a topic of conversa- 
tion, and the audience invited us back by a vote to re- 
peat the meeting the fifth Sabbath in August, 1885, 
which, if the Lord,permits, we will be present and stay 
several days, holding a camp-meeting service. Atnight 
we addressed a large congregation at Laura.

—Mrs. Harlan, mother-in-law of Sec- 
retary Lincoln, died Thursday night, 
September 4th, at Fortress Monroe. 


—Business failures tor the week num- 
ber 178, against 169 last week, and 142 in 
the corresponding period of 1883. 


—Two market-houses and a number of

—In the Memphis district the cotton 
plant is affected by drouth, rust, and 
worms, and the outlook is for but an 
average crop, in case frost holds off till 
October 24th. 


—It has been discovered that sewer- 
gas has free ingress to all portions of 
Bellevue Hospital, New York, and a 
number of deaths occurred recently from 
typhoid fever. 


—Hon. Henry B. Anthony, senior 
Senator of the United States Senate, 
died at his home in Providence, Rhode 
Island, at’1:45 P. M., on the 2d inst., aged 
69 years, 5 months, and 1 day. 

—The Regents of the West Virginia 
University, located at Morgantown, have 
refused a colored man admittance on a 
technicality. It is said that the univers- 
ity has become a political institution. 


—A forest fire which broke out 
Wednesday, September 3d, in Talbot 
County, Maryland, has burned over 1,000 
acres of timber lands, and aided by a pre- 
vailing drouth, is still burning fiercely.
